Len Worley who gave a vintage 
display of body-swerving, ball 
control and passing. 


Cheers came at the end of 90 
exciting minutes both for Sutton 
and for Wycombe—a. brave, die~ 
hard side—with all three inside 
forwards unable to raise more 
than a gallop for over half the 
game because of leg injuries, and 
with young Pete Sewell playing 
for 40 minutes with a terribly 
swollen face after stopping a 
Bates pile-driver. 


Sutton deserved to win, for 
even when Wycombe were at 
full strength they looked the 

' more capable up front, but it 
was only two goals in the last 
five minutes that gave them the 
somewhat flattering margin of 
victory.

Sutton. took advantage of the 
confusion in the Wycombe ranks 
and in the 5lst minute Bates 
cracked home a goal to put them 
in front. 

Gradually, however, with Gaile 
in impressive form. again and 
Roystone like a rock, Wycombe 
recovered and equalised when 
Lowen backheeled from a Hodges 
pass. But within a minute Sutton 
took the lead again through Her- 
mitage. 

Worley and Gale inspired a 
tremendous Wycombe rally but 
their work was wasted five min- 
utes from time, when Hermitage 
headed in Sutton’s fourth and 
Meekin added a fifth only sec- 
onds later. Lowen did ‘grab a 
goal two minutes from the end 
but from then on the Sutton de- 
fence stood firm.
